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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
The 112 rejection is dropped. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 50,52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
TREACY et al WO 0054591 

amitraz and metaflumizone at 10/1, 1/1, and 1/10 are shown at Table 1 and at page 13, 
lines 12-16. Actives can be at 50% (1/1 in acetone, lines 13, P. 15). 
Contrary to applicant's arguments of low concentrations of actives, Example 2 shows 
the low concentrations to be 100% effective at only 0.5 of instant compound la and 1% 
of the second compound. Who would ask for anything more? The pesticide formulator 
would be quite able to prepare higher concentrations of actives, of the few second 
actives of Table I, with formula la, with minimal testing to determine the concentrations 
required to provide optimal mortality of the pest of concern. Thus, the compositions of 
TREACY provide prima facie obviousness over the instant claims. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made desiring to utilize pest control means, to use the synergistic 
combination shown particularly effective by TREACY to control flies, since TREACY 
does include these pests in the pronouncements of pests efficaciously controlled. 
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The insecticide formulator would find it obvious and within her purview to adjust the 
carrier/active ratio to optimize degree of kill, reduction in non-target toxicity and to 
selection of the solvent and additive actives to achieve optimal results against the pest 
species of concern. 

Claim 47,49-50 & 52 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over TREACY et al WO 0054591 in view of HACKETT et al 6955818 and PETRAS 
5965137. 

TREACY shows the instant compositions of amitraz and metaflumizone, with 
carriers, prepared as dilutions for application to kill agricultural and hygienic pests. 
These include (page 14, lines 3-7) flies, mosquitoes, wasps, and other animal pests. 
However, the IPM, DEET and cineole are not specified. 

HACKETT shows 0.1-40% actives, including amitraz and IPM. IPM is shown at 
80/20 (column 6, yop) carrier component. Carrier is shown as 60-99.9% (column 4, line 
58-column 5, line 3). HACKETT shows IPM at 20%. 

PETRUS also provides the instant components for ectoparasite protection-diethyl 
toluamide (column 2, lines 39-44,) IPM (column 3, lines 44-45) as skin penetrants, and 
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cineole as antiseptic and insect repellant (column 5, lines 45-53) at 5-20% of a topical 
composition. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made desiring to utilize pest control means, to use the synergistic 
combination shown particularly effective by TREACY to control flies, with carriers as 
shown by HACKETT to provide with IPM and additives as desired. Such additives are 
taught by PETRUS to include 5-20% cineole as penetration enhancer and insect 
repellant and with IPM. The components are art recognized, with artisans capable of 
admixing in appropriate concentrations to provide solution and dispersion of actives and 
with added cineole and diethyl toluamide and IPM at levels as of the instant. 
Other actives and carriers are permitted, as PETRUS. 

The amounts and proportions of each ingredient are result effective parameters chosen 
to obtain the desired effects. It would be obvious to vary the form of each ingredient to 
optimize the effect desired, depending upon the particular species and application 
method of interest, reduction of toxicity, cost minimization, enhanced, and prolonged, or 
synergistic effects. 

The instant language is in open guise, the IPM and DEET are not specified as to 
concentration. 
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Double Patenting 



Claim49, 50, 52 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 3-9 of copending Application 
No. 1 1/245579 IN us2006/0078585.. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because The 1 1 ' application anticipates 
the instant claims. 



This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Applicant's arguments filed 9/21/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As applicant argues, one would not optimize by increasing concentrations 
of actives. Examiner finds it obvious to the practitioner that given a demonstrated 100% 
kill at low concentrations applied to a species, higher concentrations would be obvious 
to test in a dosage range applied to other species not 100% killed at the initial low 
concentration. Clearly, concentrates of 100% actives, at the instant ratios of compound 
la to amitraz, or less than 100% with IPM additional active and solvents, are obtainable 
with minimal testing. 

The fact that compositions are effective at high concentration is not surprising. The 
efficacy to animal pest is irrelevant to the application of the composition. Methods are 
not examined here. 

Claim 46 is allowable, as the composition is 20% la, 10% amitraz, 20% IPM, and 10% 
cineola-all in diethyl toluamide, thus the composition is defined as 20+ 10 + 20 + 10 + 
40 by subtraction of diethyltoluamide. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
